WASHINGTON (AP) — Cigarette manufacturers are con- 


tinuing their competition to atlract health conscious smokers 
who can't kick the habit,'(he1 government's new rating of 
cigarette tar and nicotine levels shows Nearly one-third or the 
IM brands of cigarettes tested by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion had relatively tow levels of tar and nicotine, the elements of 
cigarettes that the government maintains can cause lung cancer 
and heart attacks. The:ratings, released Sunday, reconfirmed a 
gerioral industry trend toward lower tar and nicotine content, 
according to the FTC, which based its lindmgb on tests of 
cigarette samples purchased in M states The ratings were the 


first since November IS7K. 
' 


In a report to Congress last month, the commission nojcd that 


in the past year the lower tar and nicotine cigarettes have been 
the'subject of ah intensive, promotional effort by cigarette 
manufacturers.' The FTC,"which conducts the tests annually 
under a mandate from Congress, called for legislation'changing 
•cigarette labeling. Asserting that present health warnings un- 
derstate the hazard, it urged.Congress to order more strongly 
worded labels advising consumers that cigarettes can kill them. 


The industry regards all cigarettes having less than 15 


milligrams of tar as being in the low range. The latest ratings 


show52 of the 16ti brands with less than IS milligrams of tar. 
Tar ratings ranged between five-tenths of a milligram in fil- 
tered Carlton 70s regular to 34 milligrams in Players regular 
nonfiller hard packs. Nicotine ratings ranged from Carlton 70s 
regulars' five-one-hundredths of a milligram to Players 
regulars' 2.5 milligrams. 


Carllon-klng menthol, Now king menthol (hard pack), Carlton 


king and Now.king (hard pack) all followed with 1 milligram of 
tai and one-tenth of one per cent of nicotine. Next on the fist 
were Iceberg lOOs menthol and Lucky 100s, both with 8 
milligrams of tar and three-tenths of a per cent of nicotine, lii- 


the last ratings both brands showed H milligrams of tar and 
six-lenths of one per cent of nicotine. 


Repeating at the bottom was Players with M milligrams of tar 


and 2.5 per cent of nicotine. .lust ahead of it was Domino with 33 
milligrams of tar. 1.4 per cent of nicotine. Tar is the element in 
cigarette smoke thai-produces cancer, according to the National 
Cancer Institute. Nicotine is a poison and, because it acts as a 
powerful stimulant in small doses, is a prime suspect as a cause 
of heart attacks, government officials say.

California

The drought-stricken forests 


of the West continued to be hit 
by fire over the weekend, with 
the two-week-old Marble-Cone 
blaze on California's central 
coast remaining the major un- 
defeated adversary. 
'Almost 10,000 persons arc 
currently involved In fighting 
blazes in California, which has 
had scores of forest fires this 
summer. 
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The Marble-Cone blaze: now 


covers about 123,000 acres in the 
Los .Padres National Forest. 
Part of the blaze is about eight 
miles from homes in the Carmel 
Valley. Contingency evacuation 
plans have been made, but of- 
ficials say there was no concern 
that the blaze would spread to 
the bonws. 


In western Colorado, thcjDecp 


Creek fire in the White River 
National Forest remained out of 
control today after charring 
3,850 
acres. 
About 
400 


firefighters battled that blaze. A 
fire line.was set up two-thirds of 
the way around the Deep Creek 
blaze. 
' Two fires in the same forest — 
the WO acre Brook Creek fire 
and the 1000-acre Meadow Creek 
blase — were still, burning 
todays but were declared under 
control. 


A wind-driven brush 
fire 


burned 
out 
of control 
in 


northeastern Washington, con- 
suming more than 150 acres of 
brush and grass in the Colville 
National Forest. 


Over 100 firefighters, with 


support from helicopters and 
tanker airplanes, battled Ihe 
fire Sunday night. Addtional 
crews were expected at the fire 
line today. 


In central Oregon, the 1,800 


acre Green- Buttcs fire was 
brought under control Sunday In 
the Deschutcs National Forest. 


The Forest Service used seven 


miles of fine line, 410 fire- 
fighters, 10 tankers and II bull- 
dozers to stop the fire.

Wetlands Protection, 
Sewer Plants At Stake 


Members of Congress who thought 


they had cleared away the year's big

It is true that bills on strip mining1, 


• air pollution and water development 


• projects' all were signed into law in 
yearly August. 
-.'But in September, Congress must 
;.decide how • to protect waters and 
wetlands from excessive dredging and" 
'filling. 


•'•'- .The, issue is the most controversial 
'part of legislation to extend the-1972 
water pollution control act. Already 
this year the House and Senate have 
debated it with some heat. More ar- 
guments lie ahead. 


The main thrust of the legislation is 


to provide federal construction grants 
for 
municipal 
sewage treatment 


plants. This year most states will Use 
up their allocations under the 1972 law. 
•.Congress is eager to extend the 
"grant program. It reduces water 
pollution and provides construction 
Jobs. It is the nation's largest public 
Avorks program. 
•'•The big fight is over section 404 of 
itfclaw. It requires the Army Corps of 
Engineers to issue 
permits 
for 


jlrodgc-and-fill operations. When the 
program began in 1972, it applied to 
•traditionally navigable waters and ad- 
"jace'nt wetlands. 
ii'However the federal court in 1975 
1jr.dadcncd 
the 
Corps' 
permit 


authority. It now extends to virtually 
all navigable waters and their tribu- 
taries, small streams, lakes and

•mt'diatc protests, which have con- 
tinued. 
..... Groups 
representing 
farming, 


forestry and construction complain 
about the new Corps' regulations. 
They claim that routine activities — 
such as building a farm pond — 
require complicated paperwork. Real 
estate developers howl about federal 
restrictions. 


Environmentalists, on the other 


hand, favor strict federal protection 
for swamps, marshes and other 
wetlands. Such areas arc essential to 
the food chain, and they protect fish 
and wildlife, remove pollutants from 
ground and surface water, and buffer 
the land from storms and floods. 


• Arguments over wetlands protection 
prevented Congress from passing a 


water pollution bill last year 
A 


conference committee was deadlocked 
on the issue as-the session ended. 


Pressure is growing for Congress to 


extend the law. Most states have run 
out of construction grants. Many 
sewage treatment plants are un- 


:. finished, and even planning cannot 


continue without more federal money 


The House in April passed a bill 


authorizing 117-billion in grants over 
three years It also restricted the 
dredge-and-fill permit program 


1 
The House bill limited the Corps' 


jurisdiction to commercially naviga- 
ble waters and nearby wetlands, plus 
coastal wetlands Two efforts to res- 
tore the existing authority were 
defeated on the House floor. 


Just before the August recess, the 


Senate passed a bill authorizing $26 5- 
billion for construction over six years 
It retained the broad federal authority 
oyer waters and wetlands But it per- 
mitted the states to administer the 
program, and it exempted routine 
farming, forestry and construction 
. from permit applications. 


Ail amendment to reduce wetlands 


protection just as the House bill did 
was defeated in the Senate on a close 
45-51 vote. An opponent, Sen John H 
Chafee (R-RI), said the amendment 
"would leave many of our nation's 


' ecologically important wetlands with 
no protection, and many with uncer- 
tain protection from discharges of 
dredged or fill materials." 


But the sponsor of the amendment to 


limit the Corps' authority, Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen (D-Tcxas), said "We are left 
with a scope of jurisdiction as defined 
by the courts,,a jurisdiction that runs 
counter to the original intent of the 
legislation." 


Senators who opposed Bentsen did 


not 
defend 
the existing permit 


program. But they said the revised 
program in the Senate bill would be 
much better. 


Next the two bills will be sent to a 


House-Senate conference committee, 
which may be as divided over wetlands 
protection as last year's conference. 
But now the,pressure for a quick 
compromise is greater. 


No matter what the conference 


committee decides, the House and 
Senate arc almost certain to argue 
about the permit program when the 
bill comes back to them for final ac- 
tion. The 
ultimate congressional 


decision may be hard and slow to 
reach.

Congress Takes A Look 
At Practice Of Tipping 


Many people, if asked (heir opinions 


of the practice of tipping, no doubt 
would have sharp replies. Ever since 
the pracicc began about the sixteenth 
century the custom has been under hot 
. debate — all the while expanding to' 


.. ^ 
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Include more fields of service and 
trade. 


In its original form tipping was 


considered a gratuity given for service 
above the norm. By many persons 
loday it is considered little more than 
an expected added charge, fluctuating 
slightly perhaps with the quality. of 
service rendered. 


It has not escaped the notice of In- 


ternal Revenue Service or some 
membcrs-of Congress that tips are not 
that easily assessable for income lax 
purposes. And so a move is underway 
in Congress to make some changes. 


As the law presently allows, res- 


taurants and other businesses in which 
tipping is an established custom are 
permitted to pay employees half the 
.prevailing minimum wage. Some 
members of Congress want to elevate 
those wages to full minimum wage, as 
part of the new minimum wage rates 
now under consideration. 


If that idea becomes law, restaura- 


teurs and others have warned it could 
mean the customer would be charged 
a service charge. For customers who 
take the time to read their bills, that 
could be the end of the tip. What all 
this could mean to the service indus- 
tries in which tipping now is an ac- 
cepted practice no one ventures to 
guess.

, 


But that was far from a 


record A dispute between two

A two year study by the 


Senate Governmental Affairs 
Committee has disclosed that 
"undue delay" Is the single 
greatest1 problem of the federal 
regulatory process.

ble price for the snail's pace of 
business at the alphabet soup 
JKencies like the FTC, FTC, ICC 
(interstate Commerce Commis-

It's about time somebody

Killer Bees Really Earn Their Name 


YPSILANTI, Mjoh. (AP) - Killer bees really do kill In a 


spectacular way but usually only if disturbed, says a 25- 
year-old Ypsilantl man who recently spent 18 months 
tracking them.

"They get lira name killer too because they do kill people, 


and the deaths arc somewhat more spectacular than bee 
deaths in the States," said Gard Otis duriiiK a vacation visit 
with his family. Deaths from the stings of the killer bees are 
spectacular, he said, in the sense of the victim being covered 
with a couple thousand bees and gutting stuns to death In a 
ditch.

But. he added, the killer bee is not a homicidal maniac 


that travels in niauradiiw hordes of avenging insects. Otis, 
who says ho was stung hundreds of limes in South America, 
got Involved with the insects while working on his Ph.D. in 
ecology at the University of Kansas. He was invited to take 
part In » research project studying Ihe reproductive and 
behavioral patterns of Africanized bees in South America. 


The project was headed by Dr. Orlcy Taylor, an en- 


tomologist who received a four-year 8125,000 grant from the

U.S. Department of Agriculture. Otis went first in.1975 to Ihe '

tiny country of Kourou in French Guiana. 


Otis said he learned that tho bees don't usually just come 


oul of their hives and start stinging people for no reason. "H 
usually can to traced back to someone swalllng at the bees 
or throwing something at them nr accidentally hitiiriK ilia 
nest." 


The IKCS first wo'ro brought to Bra/.il from Africa alwul 20 


years ago for breeding purposes, because of their high honey' 
produclion, bul 26 of them escaped and ranged throughout ; 
the countryside, breeding will) the llraziliun bees, Otis said. :> 
A now strain of bees was produced, retaining much of tho^ 
aggressiveness attributed to the African variety.. 


Otis said European bee swarms that have broken off from 


the old hivo usually will find a new place to live within three 
miles. The Africanized swarm, however, will travel as far as' 
20 miles before establishing a now colony.

a much faster pace than customary. Otis said Dr. Taylor, 
estimates the bees will reach Texas by 1988. Bul If they do.

NEW YORK (AP) - Sud- 


denly, the chief discussion in 
financial circles here is whether 
the glass is half full or half 
empty and whether we should 
keep our eye on Ihe doughnut or 
on Ihe hole. 


That Is to say, how arc we to 


read the economic reports that 
point to a slower rate of expan- 
sion in the second half of the 
year and into 1978? Is the_ 
direction ominous? Or is it 
healthy? 


Most'of the bank and other 


forecasters around New York 
seem agreed that there is no 
cause for alarm, but even they" 
cannot ignore the soft areas of 
[he economy that thd more pes- 
simistic arc emphasising 


"The half-empty theorists -?~ 


who of late seem to have an 
unusudlK persuasive impact on 
the stock market — stress the 
softness in consumer spend- 
ing," notes Morgan Guaranty, 
which tilts toward a'degree of 
optimism. 


"U.S. economic growth is 


slowing down," says Chase 
Manhattan, but adds: What's 
developing is a shift from ex- 
ceptionally rapid pace to one 
dial's still substantial and also 
more sustainable.' 


And Citibank, speaking of the 


stock-market, comments that 
"Wall Street might be accused 
of paying more attention to the 
hole than to the doughnut -"• of 
reacting to declines in profits by 
a few large corporations and 
ignoring the gains by the vast 
majority of firms." 


But when an economy begins 


to shuffle a bit, with some In- 
dicatbrs up and others down or 
sideways, 
it "• seems 
that 


forecasters of gloom come out of 
hibernation, some even use the 
word "recession." Some say 
"Buy gold." 


- Such attitudes are still in the 


minority, It appears, but they 
are 
having 
their 
impact, 


especially on the stock market, 
where the Dow Jones industrial 
average Is down to Its lowest In 
more than a year and a half. 


Is the stock market a good 


forecaster of events to come? 
You can argue it cither way, 
depending on whose statistics 
you use, but there is one, thing 
you must respect: There Is a 
reality among those who play 
for money. 


The next consideration is 


whether those who play for 
money are smarter than 'others 
or whether they are routed by 
neurotic fears, such as. the 
ever-present threat of rising 
interest rates.

; A lot of the big Institutions 
haven't demonstrated an ex- 
pert's, ability in playing the 
money game over the past few 
years, a good deal because they 
seem to be responding more to 
fears than hopes. The doughnut 
and Ihc hole.

sharp rise in corporate profits 
during the second quarter of thc^ 
year _ "ihc best news for the' 
most firms in a long lime." 


But those disposed to worry 


will, of course, ask, "What 
about the next quarter and the 
quarter after that?" And they 
have plenty more to worry about 
too, if they are so inclined, such 
as the imbalance of trade. 


Whatever, we are now at one 


of those critical points In 
economic time when a change 
seems lo be taking place, not 
necessarily In direction but al- 
most certainly in face. 


At such a juncture we ques- 


tion. It is a time when reliable 
forecasters are badly needed, 
but unfortunately it is a time 
also when almost any tale can 
IK given the appearance of ob- 
jectivity. 


And so we have the bulls nnd 


the bears andjhc gold bugs and 
the groundhogs and the chat- 
tering birds saying "listen to 
me," ji^st as a year from now 
they'll be crooning "1 toid you 
so."
